1HAT title Is a little bit of a shock, Isn't it? But if 
is very much in line with some of the big ideas we 
hove been trying to bring home to you. We have 
soid that you are important so many times that 
we hope you've gotten the point. A statement like 
the one above, though, should hove really power- 
ful proof if we want it to carry weight, 

tt all began this way. I was giving a talk in 
Chicago a few years ago to a group of young 
people— about the some subject, as □ matter of 
fact— the importance of youth, t didn't know it at 
the time, but a reporter from one of the Chicago 
newspapers was sitting in the rear of the audito- 



for the talk, I could see how someone, picking up 
odds and ends of catch phrases with an eye on 
the space he had to fill and the knowledge that 
he had to fill it fast, could have written that up as 
the important part of the talk. 

The more 1 thought of that idea, though, the 
more I began to think there were good things to 
be said for young people's thinking. What I had 
been talking about was something that you and I 
both take so much for granted in youth— the quai» 
ity of sincerity and honesty. 

Isn't it true that the younger you are, the more 
sincere and honest you tend to be? You are direct; 




rium taking notes. The next morning the headline 
that I quote above appeared in a small article on 
the front page. Letters and comments poured in! 
You can imagine what a big share of them were 
—strong objections! 

I had never really said that adults should think 
ai youth thinks, but the reporter's "copy" had 
been edited to fit into a certain amount of space 
and newspaper editing sometimes does strange 
.things to stories. When 1 went back over my notes 



at times you are brutally honest and frank to the 
point of pain, but you do MEAN it, and you are 
frequently as rightios the rain, as we middle-aged 
people say. {Yes, we had our own slang, which 
is one of the reasons we pretend not to under- 
stand yours. } 

It is only as you get older and pick up sophistica- 
tion (that means "pulling on a front") ond begin 
making up your mind about things without getting 
the facts and thinking the things through, that you 
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lose some of your ability to judge what is right and 
what is wrong. This fact has struck me very often 
in the last few months as I've been listening to- or 
reading about the problem of racial prejudice. 

What do those two last big words mean? They 
simply say that there are people who think that 
some people ore better than others because fhey 
have a different color in their skin. 

Now this is the kind. of thing that sort of grows 
on us as we grow up. We know that when a group 
of our littie brothers and sisters and their friends 
are playing in the yard or on the street, they never 
notice what the color of a person's skin might be. 
If our little brothers and sisters like a boy or girl 
down the street or up the block, they want to be 
with them and have them as friends. 

But os we get older things change! We start 
noticing things and attaching a lot of importance 
to them — how people dress, their manners, what 
part of town fhey come from, their language, whom 
they go around with, how much money they have, 
etc, etc. But honestly, now, have you ever met a 
child who cares about things like that? 

Young people may not like someone else 
because of the way he acts, because he is a 
"sourpuss," because he is a "drip," but never 
because of such an accidental thing as where he 
lives or his color, IF he is all right in other ways, 
and if he keeps frying to lead the kind of life that 
God wants all young people to lead. 

1 wos most happy and surprised last September 
when 1 saw an article in the paper with practically 
the same title as the one at the head of this article. 
It fold of how the young people in Arkansas, in 
Virginia and other places were protesting the 
closing of schools because of racial prejudice. The 
students wanted an education. 

The group of protesting Students included the 
presidents of student councils, officers of classes. 
In fact, as you would say it, there were a lot of 
"wheels" in many schools who were thinking more 
clearly than their elders when this rather warm 
question came to. the front. They had been taught 
citizenship; they had been taught to respect the 
laws of the United States and they were perfectly 
honest and sincere in wanting those laws to be 
carried out. They hod been taught how God looks 
on equality and the lack of it and they were 
rightly puzzled that their parents, that the leaders 
of their communities, didn't seem to believe or 
follow what they were being taught. 
Who was right? 

I don't think these young people were trying 
to prove that they were better citizens fhon any- 



one else or that older people usually hove strong 
prejudices. But if makes you wonder what some 
older people mean by "good citizenship" and 
how fhey can be good Christians and racially 
prejudiced at the same time. . 

Our attitudes are being formed now. We are 
getting them from the older people around'uswho 
are trying to help mold us into great and God- 
fearing citizens who, in the years ahead, could 
change the world. 

But of course, as we grow we'll meet all sorts 
of older people. There'll be some whose ideas 
don't fit info the picture that we've formed— the 
picture that's outlined with God's ideas and the 
laws He has given us. In these cases we should 




remember that we too can be missionaries. When 
the Son of Gad sold "teach ye all nations," He 
wasn't just talking to the Apostles. He, was talking 
; to us. 

That is just another way of getting across how 
important we can be now and in- the future. 

You young men and women— and even though 
you think i am just being nice to give you those 
fine grown-up titles of address — do ?t each 'us Who 
ore older. Very many and very wonderful things 
have 1 -learned in working With you. There are 
your ideals. You dream big dreams and want to 
conquer worlds for God, for science, for industry. 
There is your energy, which is boundless. You 
never seem to stop unless you are sick or they 
calf you to dinner. There is your fairness. We 
could go on with those other qualities which are 
so much yours os you are learning to grow up. 

Don't let anyone take them from you. We "aid" 
people who are trying to keep our sense of true 
values, too, want you to continue to teach ar\d 
inspire us to think like you— honestly and sincerely. 
When you teach right because you have been 
tought right by God's law, you ARE a real teacher. 
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
